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Special Education Program Good 


But Has Room For Improvement 


Andover special education pro- 
gram is a good one, but there’s still 
room for improvement. 

Those were the findings of a report 
completed by the Chapter 766 Study 
Committee and presented to the 
School Committee this month. 

After a year of studying question- 
naires and evaluating data, the stu- 
dy committee presented its results 
to the School Committee, which ac- 
cepted the report at its Tuesday, 
Jan. 5 meeting. 

The purpose of the study, accord- 
ing to Schon! Committee member 
Margo Tilghman, was to ‘‘see what 
the level of satisfaction was (with 
the program); then for the areas of 
dissatisfaction, suggest remedies to 
the school committee.”’ 

The study group used parent and 
teacher questionnaires and presen- 
tations by the 766 Department as the 
basis for its report. 

Three questionaires were used. 
One was sent to parents of special 
needs children in the town’s school 
system; one went to parents of spe- 
cial needs children outside the sys- 
tem; and the third was sent to 
special and regular education teach- 
ers. 

According to the report that came 
out of the data the group collected, 
the two most significant aspects of 
Andover’s program are that it pro- 
vides a student with an opportunity 
for personal growth and that it gives 
him or her the ability to develop im- 
portant learning skills. 

On the other hand, the program 
has many problems, according to 
‘staffing shortages, 
space, scheduling and communica- 
tion problems plague the system,” it 
said. ‘The interdependent effects of 
such problems can minimize the ef- 
fectiveness of the individual stu- 
dent’s program. The lack of time to 
do a job well is an overwhelming 
concern of the staff.’’ 

According to Tilghman, one of the 
key points coming from the report 
the physical setting of the

classes. ‘“‘Some are inadequate. 
We’re-hoping that as the school sys- 
tem reorganizes, the best possible 
teaching spaces for 766 programs 
will be made available,’’ she said. 
The report said there are ventila- 
tion, heat and lighting problems in 
the classrooms, and their locations 
are often unsatifactory. 

Besides the final report, the study 
group put together a plan to imple- 
ment their recommendations. 

“Implementation has already be- 
gun, and it will continue throughout 
the next year,” Tilghman said. 

Among the recommendations the 
School Committee approved were 
the establishment of a task force of 
both regular and special education 
teachers to help students become 
mainstreamed more easily. The stu- 
dy group also wants the administra- 
tion to continue and expand its 
efforts to communicate with staff 
and parents about special education. 

And jt suggested the administra- 
tion look at the quality of special ed- 
ucation service provided to Andover 
students by the Greater Lawrence 
Regional Vocational Technical 
School. Students may opt to attend 
the technical school instead of And- 
over High School, and the 766 Study 
Committee wants to make sure 
those students are still getting a 
quality education. 

Tilghman said Andover’s special 
ed. staff, on the whole, is a good one 
“We have a very dedicated staff 
They really put a lot into it (the pro- 
gram) and care a great deal,” she 
said. ‘“‘That’s what we really have 
going for us.”’

School Committeeman David 
Birnbach and a 766 parent both sug- 
gested the hiring of an outside con- 
sultant to study the program, but 
their motion was not approved. 

For the time being, the internal 
study will be the only basis for im- 
proving the program. The idea of 
hiring a consultant hasn’t been ruled 
out, but ‘‘for the moment, that is not 
an issue,” Tilghman said. 

The Chapter 766 Study Committee 
is an advisory group to the Andover 
School Committee. It was formed in 
November, 1986 to conduct an inde- 
pendent study of the town’s special 
education program, which serves 
close to 800 students. 

Study group members were volun- 
teers and were representatives from 
the School Committee, 766 (special 
education) teachers, a representa- 
tive from an outside 766 program 
and local parents of special needs 
students. 

Their final report was first pre 
sented to the School Committee in 
October and to the administration in 
early December.

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Prodreii Aimed At New Area Code 


New England Telephone’s intensive in- 
formational program about Massachu- 
setts’ new area code—9508—will continue in 
January with an informational package in 
all Massachusetts customers’ bills. 

A map illustrating the boundaries of the 
new 908 area code, scheduled to take effect 
in eastern Massachusetts July 16, will be 
enclosed with the January and February 
bills sent to the company’s nearly three 
million business and residential customers 
in the Bay State. 

The information will include specific in- 
structions about new dialing patterns that 
the new code will require. The bill insert 
will also contain information about how 
calling rates or optional calling plans will 
be unaffected by the new area code. 

Also included will be a list of all Massa- 
chusetts cities and towns in the 413, 508 and 
617 area codes. 

‘‘Customers’ understanding of the effects 
of the new area code is New England Tele- 
phone’s first priority,”’ said David Ravane- 
si, public relations manager. 

“We are distributing this map and infor- 
mation to clarify changes that will result 
from the new area code and to detail exact- 
ly what cities and towns fall within the new 
area code.” 

Ravanesi pointed out that current optio- 
nal calling plans, such as Bay State East 
and Bay State West, and rates in general 
will not be affected by the new area code. 


1988 


New England Telephone announced in 
May 1986 that the new area code would be 
introduced in 1988 to give customers ample 
time to prepare for the change. 

The new area code is being introduced in 
eastern Massachusetts because New En- 
gland Telephone is running out of telephone 
numbers in the region. Having a second 
area code will give the company more tele- 
phone numbers to assign to customers. 
Western Massachusetts is covered by the 
413 area code, which will not change. 

Once the new area code is implemented, 
customers outside 508 calling someone in 
the new 508 region will have to dial 1, the 
new area code and the seven-digit tele- 
phone number. 

However, Ravanesi stressed that the in- 
troduction of 508 will not create a new toll- 
calling boundary. Telephone calls that are 
not long distance calls today will not be 
long distance calls in the future, even if a 
customer has to dial 1 and the new area 
code to cross the new area code boundary. 

After July, most of Greater Boston will 
retain the 617 code while eastern Massa- 
chusetts areas north, west and south of 
Greater Boston will receive the new 508 
designation. 

Over the past several years, there have 
been several new area codes introduced in 
the United States, including New York 
City, San Diego, Los Angeles and Houston.

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Budget Increases By 10 Percent

The 1988-89 budget submitted by Town 
Manager Ken Mahony to the Town Finance 
Committee last Friday is a fat, 10 percent 
larger than last year, thanks to new growth 
in Andover, said Mahony. 

Overall, Mahony projects a budget of 
$46,609,581 in calendar 1988, up from an ac- 
tual 1987 budget of $42,917,711. 

However, the money will mainly be used 
on non-glamorous essentials such as pay 
increases for town staff, increased health 
insurance and waste disposal costs. 

New housing and commercial devel- 
opment could account for as much as $2 
million in income with the final figures 
available from the state in March, said Ma- 
hony, before the April 8 Town Meeting 
where Andover voters will give final appro- 
val to the budget. 

The figures were released Jan. 15, the 
third Friday in January as required by 
town bylaws. It will be flexible to the tune 
of about $500,000 because of the unrealized 
growth revenue figures. 

Income from new development is like bo- 
nus money to Massachusetts towns and cit- 
ies, whose property tax income is capped 
by Proposition 2'2. 

Mahony and his staff estimated income 
from new construction and the town man- 
ager termed the $2 million figure as con- 
servative 

The proposed budget slices the revenue 
pie into several pieces, with the largest 
chunk, 39.1 percent, going to Andover 
schools. Town budget items take the next 
biggest slice, 31.9 percent, with debt stabi- 
lization coming in at 12.7 percent, insur- 
ance at 5.3 percent, municipal building and 
maintenance at 3.5 percent, retirement 
funds at 2.5 percent, state and county ex- 
penses at 2 percent and other costs at 3.1 
percent. 

Salary insurance and waste disposal 
costs continued to increase, said Mahony 

Both town and school employee groups 
negotiated a six percent raise for the com- 
ing year, a pay hike+that Mahony feels is 
reasonable. 

Health insurance costs continue to sky- 
rocket, with the 1988 projected costs of 
$772,000 coming up almost double the 1986 
figure of $401,000. In 1987, the town paid 
$502,000 for health insurance. 

To combat the spiral, Mahony said he 
plans to propose setting aside $1.8 million 
from next year’s budget to put into a health 
insurance fund which would help keep 
health insurance from ‘‘continually esca- 
lating.”’ 

Solid waste disposal is another budget 
area that Has seen a 100 percent increase 
since 1986, said Mahony. In that year, the

town spent $094,000 for waste dispoal. In 
1988 he expects that figure to reach 
$1,204,000. 

Still, Mahony says the town is better off 
than some of its neighbors because And- 
over belongs to a group of municipalities 
known as the North Eastern Solid Waste 
Consortium which has banded together to 
help regulate disposal costs. 

Overall, Mahony has called this a ‘“‘status 
quo”’ budget with few major new items be- 
ing offered up to Andover voters. 

One item Mahony is very strong on, is a 
$20,000 proposal to increase Meals on 
Wheels food delivery to senior shut-ins to 
seven days a week, holidays included. 

A state-funded project, Massachusetts 
hasn’t yet released funds to improve the 
service and Mahony is tired of waiting. 

“The idea that they (senior shut-ins) 
don’t eat on those days and holidays horri- 
fies me,”’ said Mahony. “I think the town 
has this type of committment, too. My only 
regret is that I didn’t do this earlier.”’ 

The finance committee will now consider 
the budget and present their comments and 
support for their findings at the town meet- 
ing. 


Tax Credit 


In an effort to encourage the use of 
renewable energy in Massachusetts, 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis signed leg- 
islation extending the availability of 
state tax credits for residents who 
install renewaable energy systems 
on their homes. This cerdit was to 
expire December 31, 1987. 

The law will extend the tax incen- 
tive, which is used primarily for the 
purchase and installation of solar- 
heated hot water systems, at the 
current level of 35 percent of the net 
cost of the system until next Decem- 
ber 31. The credit will be reduced to 
25 percent for the following two 
years and, on January 1, 1991, will 
be reduced to 15 percent.

In first day testimony, three prosecution 
witnesses told jurors Tuesday they be- 
lieved Constance Morris was under the in- 
fluence of alcohol at the scene of a tragic 
car accident last year that claimed the life 
of one Andover youth and seriously injured 
two others. 

One witness, a young Andover woman 
testified that Morris asked for breath mints 
and asked her to get rid of a drinking glass. 

However, during cross-examination, de- 
fense attorney Phillip Nyman managed to 
get another witness to say he lied during a 
pre-trial deposition. Testimony from a 
third, Andover policeman Frank Froburg, 
was cut off before Nymancould cross-ex- 
amine him when Judge John L. Murphy 
recessed the Newburyport Superior Court 
trial for the day. 

Morris, 52, the wife of Tewksbury Fire 
Chief James Morris, is charged with vehic- 
ular homocide and two counts of driving 
under the influence of alcohol in connection 
with the February 1987 death of Andover 
High student Peter Cookson. 

Morris sat impassively next to her attor- 
neys as Steven LeCain, 20, of Lawrence, 
recalled seeing a ‘‘drinking glass’’ under 
the Tewksbury woman’s brake pedal and 
smelling alcohol in the ca 

was the first person to reach 
car after the accident, during 
which teenagers Cookson, Scott Livermore 
and Daniel McDonald were thrown from a 
convertible driven by Ramsey Lewis, who 
received minor injuries from the accident. 

LeCain testified that Morris was ‘‘just 
sitting there’’ when he rapped on the car 
window and didn’t respond until he opened 
the driver’s side door. 

‘“T asked her if she was all right,’ said 
LeCain ‘‘She said, ‘I know I killed them. I 
killed them.,’ ”’ 

At that point, LeCain told the jury and 
prosecuting attorney Joseph Green that he 
smelled alcohol fumes and noticed a drink- 

ng glass on the floorboard 

After seeing that Morris was physically 
healthy, LeCain said he went to the acci- 
dent victims, offering a vivid description of 
where their bodies had landed and the ex- 
tent of their injuries. 

Returning to Morris’ 1983 Chevrolet Ca- 
price about 10 minutes later, LeCain said 
he noticed the glass was missing and

‘In your opinion. was Constance Morris 
intoxicated?”’ asked Green.

In early June, LeCain was called into the 
Andover police station to identify the glass, 
which had been dusted for fingerprints. 

A few months later, during a deposition 
in Cambridge, LeCain stated that finger- 
prints were left on the glass that belonged 
to Morris. 

‘‘And, that was a lie’? Nyman asked/told 
the witness. 

“Yes,”’ LeCain said quietly. 

During a second round of questioning, 
yreen tried to make it clear that LeCain’s 
statement was an unintentional mistake 
caused by his viewing the dust-covered 
glass in the Andover police station. 

However, when Nyman cross-examined 
the witness again, the attorney asked Le- 
Cain if he knew his statement was untrue. 

Again, LeCain replied, ‘‘Yes.”’ 

Earlier, Nyman was less successful with 
the prosecution’s first witness, Christine 
Demoulas, 19. ofwho arrived on the scene 
shortly after LeCain. 

Demoulas had said that Morris was stut- 
tering and had alcohol on her breath 

“She asked for a breathmint,”’ said De- 
moulas, ‘‘she then found a Hall’s cough- 
drop in her pocket and ate it.”’ 

Demoulas also said Morris held up a 
drinking glass and asked her to take it. The 
Andover resident said she placed it outside 
the car 

Nyman asked her why she didn’t include 
this information in her initial statement to 
police. 

“To me it was obvious that she was (in- 
toxicated), so I didn’t think it was nec- 
essary,”’ said DeMoulas. 

Over objections raised by Nyman, Fro- 
burg also testified that ‘‘In my opinion, she 
(Morris) was under the influence of li- 
quor.”’ 

The Andover policeman said he based his 
conclusion upon observing Morris at the 
scene 

Morris, who is employed as a Tewksbury 
fire dispatcher, appeared to be confused, 
not recognizing her car registration pa- 
pers, said Froburg. 

Morris also admitted she had earlier con- 
sumed three scotch and waters, said Fro- 
burg. 

However, Froburg, arriving about 10 to 
20 minutes after LeCain, testified that he 
could not smell alcohol in the car. 

The police officer, after hearing about 
the alleged drinking glass from LeCain and 
conducting an unsuccessful search for it in 
Morris’ car, went back to the scene about 
five davs later. 

He found a glass that LeCain later identi- 
fied, however, fingerprint tests were incon- 
clusive, said Froburg. 
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Phillips Buildings To Undergo Renovation

A historic rehabilitation plan to 
preserve three buildings on the for- 
mer Abbot Academy campus was 
approved by Trustees of Phillips 
Academy last weekend. 

The tenative plan consists of a $12- 
15 million renovation of Abbot Hall 
(1829), Draper Hall (1890) and McK- 
een Memorial Hall (1904). 

In a press release, Headmaster 
Donald W. McNemar said “the 
strength of this plan in comparison 
to past attempts at saving these 
buildings is that the campus will not 
really change. The rehabilitation 
calls for no new construction outside 
existing walls. The benefit to the 
school is that we save these lovely 
buildings for our future.use; the ben- 
efit for the town and neighbors is the 
resolution of a 15-year-old dilemma 
and the availability of rental apart- 
ments.”’ 

There have been two previous 
plans to conserve the buildings. A 
lifecare center was proposed in 1978 
and a conference center was pro- 
posed in 1986. Neither plan was ap- 
proved. 

According to the academy’s press 
release, the plans introduced new 
land uses and did not retain Phillips 
Academy’s active participation. 

The press release stated that un-

like previous plans, this one contains 
minimal changes in zoning require- 
ments because there is little need for 
new land uses. And the academy 
would be involved in this plan. It 
would control the planning and im- 
—< of the preservation ef- 
ort. 

Draper would become a market- 
rate rental apartment building of ap- 
proximately 55 units. 

PA and other educational organi- 
zations would continue to use Abbot 
and McKeen. 

The New England Document Con- 
servation Center and the Andover 
Day Care Center are currently 
housed in those buildings. They 
would continue to be part of the re- 
stored complex. Some space would 
probably be available to other edu- 
cational organizations. 

Since the trustees approved the 
concept, further research is necessa- 
ry.The zoning law will be affected 
because Draper is being changed to 
a multi-family rental building. ‘‘We 
have to extend the existing zoning 
law into that area,” said Neil Cullen, 
Phillips’ chief financial officer. 

Cullen stressed that it is a narrow 
zoning request, which would enable 
Draper Hall to become an apart- 
ment building. ‘‘We wouldn’t have 


the ability to use the new zoning 
laws in any other way,’’ said Cullen. 

Although PA would rent some of 
the apartments for school employ- 
ees, Cullen doubts there would be 
enough demand to fill the entire 
building. ‘It’s conceivable, but un- 
likely,” he said. That is why steps 
are being taken to get proper zoning. 

Nancy Jeton, the town’s principal 
planner, pointed out that a similar 
zoning proposal was used in co- 
verting Sacred Heart School to Bal- 
moral Condominiums in the late 
1970s. She said, ‘‘Phillip’s zoning ap- 
proach parallels that effort.”’ 

“The town’s seen it (zoning re- 
quest) before and accepted it,’ Je- 
ton said. Whether or not it will be 
accepted at the Town Meeting ‘‘de- 
pends on the mood of the town,”’ she 
said. 

Although Jeton said “‘it’s an inter- 
esting proposal,’’ she remains neu- 
tral. ‘It’s my job to bring issues into 
the public domain and help people 
understand them,” Jeton said. 

Zoning Laws must get approved 
by the Town Planning Board.Phil- 
lips plans to present the concept at a 
public hearing before the Planning 
Board on March 8. 

What to do with the buildings has 
been an on-going problem. Phillips 


Academy ‘‘couldn’t justify spending 
all kinds of money for renovation be- 
cause we don’t have a use for all of 
the space. But, we wanted to restore 
the buildings for historical reasons,”’ 
said Chris Shaw, assistant headmas- 
ter. 

Shaw pointed out that the plan was 
financially feasible for Phillips be- 
cause the school won’t be paying for 
the renovations. 

An investment partnership would 
be established to finance the project. 
The partnership would lease the 
land from PA for a specified term. 
They would rehabilitate the build- 
ings and rent the restored/renovated 
residential and educational space. 
At the end of the lease term, they 
would return the improved property 
to the academy. 

The length of the lease term has 
not been determined. 

A 20 percent investment tax credit 
is available to investors who partici- 
pate in the rehabilitation of qualified 
historic buildings. All three build- 
ings, Abbot, Draper and McKeen, 
qualify for the tax credit. 

In addition, the investors would 
gain a return from the rental income 
of Draper.

Phillips Academy trustees this past 
week announced plans for development 
of the former Abbot Academy campus. 

The long-idle buildings and campus 
would be converted to apartments, to 
school use and to the continuation of a 
‘day care center and document preserva- 
tion operation. 

THe plan offers exciting possibilities 
for retention of an historic part of And- 
over, as well as maintaining a neighborly 
attitude within the community. 

Since Abbot, once a prestigious girls 
school, merged with Phillips in 1973, the 
property has remained idle with several 
proposals offered to develop the build- 
ings and land. 

First, was the proposed life-care facili- 
ty proposed by an Ohio development 
firm. 

The concept seemed appropriate. 
Problem was, however, there was a 
sense that if Phillips was desirous of 
going forward with such a development 
there would be little or no opposition. 

But neighbors in the School, Central 
street and abutting neighborhoods were 
less than enthralled with the proposal 
with its threat of increased traffic and 
need for additional facilities. 

Thus, the proposal was defeated at 
town meeting. 

Subsequently there have been plans for 
multi-family construction, mixed with 
some single-family homes, which neigh- 
bors and the town in general have not 
been overly exuberant about. 


Earlier this year, the trustees decided 
the best use of the property would be to 
retain it by the academy and come up 
with some sort of useful development. 

The proposal calls for the expenditure 
of from $12 to $15 million for renovating 
and refurbishing McKeen, Draper and 
Abbot Halls. Draper is to be converted to 
apartments, Abbot will be applied to 
school use and McKeen will house the 
day care center now located in Draper, 
as well as the Northeast Document Cen- 
ter. 

While considerable gutting of these 
buildings may be required, it is impor- 
tant to note that the exteriors are ex- 
pected to be retained and enhanced. 

Too, the academy intends to meet with 
neighbors in the area and explain their 
plans, which is a step in the proper direc- 
tion. 

There will be some rezoning required 
in order to accommodate the proposed 
apartments. 

It would seem that if the conversion is 
done tastefully, as one could expect, 
there should be nothing offensive about 
the development and could well win easy 
approval. 

In any case, the academy decision to 
retain the property and develop it on its 
own is a welcome one. Phillips, among 
the town’s top taxpayers, has always 
been a good neighbor. Developing their 
own property would seem to assure the 
town of its concern to maintain that repu- 
tation. 


100 Years Ago — January 1888 

The fine sleighing on Main Street last 
Saturday afternoon brought out many of 
our fast horses who seemed to enjoy the 
trotting as much as their drivers. 

The trial of McEvoy, whose liquor was 
seized by Chief Cheever, has been post- 
poned. It seems to be hard work to stop 
outside parties from selling liquor in And- 
over, but our Chief of Police will have the 
sympathy of the best part of the commu- 
nity in his endeavors-let him ‘“‘keep at it.” 

About sixty persons attended the special 
meeting of the Farmers’ Club last evening 
called to discuss in an informal manner the 
Water question. John L. Smith argued 
strongly for the necessity and desirable- 
ness of a public water supply. Mr. Lincoin 
opposed the supply on the ground that it 
was an unnecessary expenditure. 

Three additional victims of the Bradford 
train disaster have died during the week, 
making fourteen in all. Judge Carter of 
Haverhill, before whom a judicial investi- 
gation was conducted as to the responsibili- 
ty for the disaster, acquits the employees 
of the road of any way or carelessness, but 
decides that trains should not be allowed to 
run so fast at that particular spot with its 
dangerous surroundings.

75 Years Ago — January 1913

Hamburg American liner Abissinia, passed 
through Andover yesterday on their way to 
Boston. They were in a special train which 
stayed over night in the yard of the Boston 
and Maine in Lawrence. They came from 
Halifax where the disabled steamer put in. 

The pupils of Punchard school held a 
very enjoyable football rally in the school 
hall. A review was given of the successful 
work which last year’s team accomplished, 
and speeches were made by the various 
members of the squad. The singing of 
school cheers added to the pleasure of the 
evening. 

A beginning has been made this week in 
the work of moving various departments of 
the Tyer Rubber Company from their old 
plant to their new factory 

There was a rather unusual automobile 
acciderit on Main Street near Morton. In 
some way the front axle broke and the 
wheels came off so that the driver lost con- 
trol of the auto, and the machine struck a 
tree near the side of the road, damaging 
the front quite badly.

Well, in the first grade at the old Bradstreet school in North 
Andover, stood a school marm by the name of Miss Devoy, who 
when the snow suits showed, promptly gave instructions on how 
to suit up for recess or heading home. 

What happened was the youngsters were taken to the corri- 
dor, told to take their storm apparel, throw it on the floor, then 
lie in it and button up. 

So much for early lessons in survival. 

Now, I’ve got to get on with the matter of fixing the mittens in 
my parka. The darn string broke that goes around the back and 
through the sleeves. 

Those interested in sports are certainly familiar with the two- 
minute drill in football or the last couple of minutes of a profes- 
sional basketball game when most of the action takes place. 

Couldn’t help but think of a simliar situation played out an- 
nually on our own Beacon Hill play yard, known as the Great 
and General Court.

Supports School 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I am very much looking forward 
to sending my son, currently attend- 
ing kindergarten at the Shawsheen 
School, to the proposed And- 
over/Lawrence Collaborative 
School. I support the proposed 
school for a variety of reasons, not 
the least of which is the opportunity 
to choose an educational environ- 
ment for my child based on a partic- 
ular educational philosophy. This 
opportunity is one that is certainly 
unique to this particular situation. 
My current fourth-grade child went 
to the school designated by our par- 
ticular geographic location, not be- 
cause of any particular curriculum 
or teaching methodology espoused 
by that one school. Choosing a school 
implies a certain level of parent 
commitment and this commitment 
can only help to improve a school, as 
many research studies have shown. 

Research also indicates that the 
overall success of a school, mea- 
sured by such factors as achieve- 
ment scores, parent satisfaction and 
teacher retention rate, is significant- 
ly dependent upon full participation 
by all teachers and professional 
staff working as a learning/teaching 
team in the development of curric- 
ulum and instruction. This design 
seems to be at the heart of the col- 
laborative school and it is one that 
could have significant positive im- 
pact on all children in the Lawrence 
and Andover schools. 

Other significant factors to the col- 
laborative school which I find ap- 
pealing to me both as a parent and 
as an educator, are the smaller class 
size, the extensive university in- 
volvement, the level of staff devel- 
opment, the diagnostic/prescriptive 
approach to learning and the K-8 
continuity 

We all, as parents, want quality 
education fo our children and there 
are many different definitions as to 
what that means. I feel that the op- 
portunity for our family to decide 
that the collaborative school is what 
we want for our child is the best ex- 
ample of quality education I have 
seen. The keys to the success of the 
school are commitment and volunta- 
rism, both of which are integral 
parts of the plan. I urge your sup- 
port.

Misleading 
Impression 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I wish to respond to your article 
about the proposed Andover-Law- 
rence Collaborative School (CS) in 
your January 14 edition. Your head- 
line, ‘‘Andover Parents Favor 
School,” made a misleading impres- 
sion that Andover parents in general 
have decided in favor of the CS. 
Rather, many Andover parents (and 
residents in general) have yet to 
form opinions on the CS. My fervent 
hope is that you will make a bal- 
anced presentation of the arguments 
of both proponents and opponents of 
the CS. The proposed CS is a highly 
complex issue. To treat it as a one- 
sided matter is to do a disservice 
both to yourselves and to your read- 
ership. 

Your article also minimized re- 
cent changes in the Common- 
wealth’s plan for funding the CS 
construction. And you glossed over 
the fact that many practical ques- 
tions about the CS remain un- 
answered. Foremost among 
unresolved issues is the question of 
whether a majority of Andover’s cit- 
izens want the proposed CS. Mr. 
Dennis Richards, CS project direc- 
tor, has promised to conduct an 
opinion survey within weeks. A sur- 
vey is long overdue; in fact, it should 
have been the first order of business 
within the CS feasibility study. 
Nonetheless, I urge Mr. Richards to 
perform a thorough, objective sur- 
vey and to share his findings with 
the public immediately so that ques- 
tions of community support (or lack 
thereof) may be resolved. Had he 
done a survey long ago and had he 
found that Andover wants the CS, a 
climate of controversy may not have 
emerged. Citizens who are unde- 
cided about the CS, as well as CS 
opponents (principally the Citizens 
for Neighborhood Schools) have 
challenged Mr. Richards and CS 
proponents to prove (a) that com- 
munity support for the CS exists and 
(b) that there are indeed 400 And- 
over children whose parents will vol- 
unteer them for the CS. Regardless 
of whether one favors or opposes the 
CS, community support is penulti- 
mate. That is what democracy is all 
about 

I do not object to the possibility 
that the TOWNSMAN’s editorial pos- 
ture is one which favors the CS, but | 
should like to think that you will be 
fair and objective in presenting ba- 
sic news about the CS project. I urge 
you, TOWNSMAN, to offer a fair, 
facts 


and all legitimate perspectives on 
the CS issue. And I urge you, fellow 
citizens, to examine the CS issue, 
form an opinion and vote on the 
question of the CS at the April Town 
Meeting.

(2) By deleting subsection VI.N. and substituting the following: 


“VI.N. Communications Structure: A Special Permit for the installation of either: (a) a 
tower to secure amateur communication antenna(s), or (b) a dish antenna, may be 
granted by the Board of Appeals in districts where authorized by Section IV.B.50, 
provided that the following are complied with: 


1. Plan Requirements 


a. A site plan certified by a Registered Land Surveyor or Registered Professional 
Engineer indicating the dimensions of the lot, and the proposed communications 
structure location and height and distances to property lines, existing and/or 
proposed building locations, existing and/or proposed overhead utility lines, 


proposed screening treatment, and such other reasonable information as the 
Zoning Board may require to properly review the merit and safety of the proposed 
structure. 

b. A construction plan indicating manufacturer’s specifications for the structure’s 
materials, construction details, and details for footing and guying. 

c. If the structure is intended to secure communications transmission equipment, the 
applicant shall provide evidence of a valid Federal Communications Commission 
license applicable to the proposed communication system. 

2. Design Requirements 

(1) In SRA, SRB, and SRC districts, the communication structure shall be ground- 

mounted; 

(2) In SRA, SRB, and SRC districts, the communications structure shall be located 

in the rear yard only subject to setback requirements set forth below. 
b. Setbacks 


(1) For purposes of public safety, a tower shall not be erected nearer to any property 
line than a distance equal to the vertical height of the tower inclusive of its 
appurtenant device(s) measured at the mean finished grade of the tower base; 


(2) Setback requirements for dish antenna shall be the same as those for accessory 
buildings. 
c. Height 


(1) The height of a dish antenna shall be limited to a maximum of eighteen (18) feet, 
measured from the mean finished grade of the base for ground-mounts and from 
the peak of the roof for roof-mounts; 


(2) The height of a tower, inclusive of its appurtenant devices, shall not exceed one 
hundred (100) feet; 


(3) In SRA, SRB and SRC districts a dish antenna shall not be rnounted on a tower. 
d. Buffering 


(1) Recognizing the need to leave the reception window umncbstructed, the 
communication structure shall be sited and screened te provide visual buffering 
from adjacent ways and residential lots; 

(2) A combination of berming, fencing, landscaping, and architectural and natural 
features may be required by the Zoning board to screen the base and the non- 
reception window sides of the structure to a height of at least six (6) feet. 

e. Safety 

(1) The communications structure shall be located and screened in a manner which 
inhibits unauthorized access; 

2) The Zoning Board may require a fence or locked gate surrounding the base of the 
communications structure at a height determined by the Board to be necessary 
to restrict unauthorized access. 


f. Appearance 


(1) No portion of the communications structure shall at any time be utilized as a sign 
or have signage attached to it, other than signs bearing safety warnings, such 
signs not to exceed four square (4) feet in area. 


3. Construction Requirements 


a. A building permit shall be required for the instalation of a communications 
structure; 


b. The application for the building permit shall be accompanied by engineering 
documentation that the installation conforms to the structural and safety 
requirements of the Building Code. 


4. Operating Requirements 


a. The communications structure shall be maintained in a manner that ensufes its 
continued performance and safety; 


b. It shall be the responsibility of the owner of a tower to annually inform the 
inspector of Buildings, in writing, that the tower and all devices are in good 
operating condition and in continued use; 


c. A communications structure shall be dismantled by the applicant if: 


(1) The use of the communications structure and its devices is discontinued for a 
period of two (2) years; or 


(2) The inspector of Building determines the structure to be structurally unsound 
and a danger to life and limb. 


5. Special Permit Procedures 
a. All requirements of Section VIII.C. of this Bylaw ‘‘Special Permits”’ shall be met; 


b. A Special Permit for a tower is not transferable. Within 120 days of the transfer of 
the lot upon which the tower is situated, the new owner shall either apply for a new 
Special Permit or dismantle the tower; 


c. A Special Permit issued for a dish antenna shall be transferable and shall run with 
the land.”’

Some Town Meeting Articles 
Appear To Be Illegal 


When the Board of Selectmen 
meet Jan. 25 to decide what will 
make it onto the Town Meeting 
agenda and what won’t, the Town 
Counsel will play an important part. 

Due to the controversy developing 
over the past year over affordable 
housing development, several bylaw 
changes have been proposed by citi- 
zens opposed to affordable housing. 

Some of these proposed changes 
will probably not become town law, 
even if approved by Andover voters 
because they violate state codes, 
said Town Manager Ken Mahony. 

“A couple are clearly illegal,”’ 
said Mahony. 

In an interview, Mahony said that 
citizens who feel strongly about an 
issue will often submit a bylaw 
change without considering the le- 
galities.

“Some of these are a direct at- 
tempt to bypass the state,” said Ma- 
hony. “It can’t be done.”’ 

One example used by Mahony is 
the proposed Champy-Shetland sub- 
division. A submitted warrant arti- 
cle would restrict the development 
to four units per acre. 

“Even if it were appropriate, it’s 
an attempt to control comprehensive 
permits which overrides local 
laws.” Or in other words, a back- 
door manuever, said Mahony. 

But in any case, Mahony says he 
supports a citizen’s right to submit a 
warrant article, legal or not. 

Another article that the town man- 
ager has trouble with is a vote that 
would reject instituting a middle 
school by September, 1988. 

Mahony professed no opiniion as 
to the merits of the issue. His prob- 
lem with the article is that it usurps 
state-given rights to the School Com- 
mittee to run the school system. 

“State law gives certain rights to 


the School Committee, like educat- 
ing children,”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t care 
personally, but you have state law 
that mandates certain authority to 
the School Committee. (Town law) 
can’t come in and change that.’’

Transistor’s 40th Anniversary 


The transistor, an invention which 
inaugurated and continues to define 
the electronic age, recently cele- 
brated its 40th anniversary. 

Invented at AT&T Bell Laborato- 
ries on December 23, 1947, the tran- 
sistor replaced the vacuum tube 
amplifier and provided a tiny, reli- 
able and relatively inexpensive sub- 
stitute for the relays in 
electromechanical telephone  ex- 
changes. 

The transistor ushered in the ‘‘so- 
lid-state revolution,” spawned to- 
day’s worldwide semiconductor 
electronics industry and made possi- 
ble dramatic changes in commu- 
nications, computing, 
entertainment, medicine, space ex- 
ploration and a host of other fields. 

Perhaps the most far-reaching im- 
pact, however, has been in commu- 
nications. Modern communications 
networks would not be possible, in 
fact, without the transistor. As key 
components in telephones, comput- 
ers (PCs to mainframes), private 
branch exchanges ( PBXs), electron- 
ic central offices, communications 
satellites, terrestrial microwave ra- 
dio relay systems and undersea and 
terrestrial cable systems, transis- 
tors underlie every aspect of world- 
wide communications today.

Experimental optical switches al- 
ready operate at speeds measured in 
picoseconds (trillionths of a second), 
the time it takes light to traverse 
theperiod at the end of this sentence. 
Bell Laboratories physicists are cur- 
rently experimenting with femtose- 
cond speeds (one-quadrillionth of a 
second). Photonics technology could 
one day lead to a practical optical 
computer, 1,000 times more power- 
ful than today’s best supercomput- 
ers. 

In materials and surface physics 
research, Bell Laboratories scien- 
tists have developed a process called 
Molecular Beam Epitaxy that layers 
different elements, atom by atom, 
onto a base surface to produce a to- 
tally new material. The MBE proc- 
ess has created substances like 
gallium arsenide that can perform 
functions impossible for silicon or 
any other single element.

“Basic instruction is important to show new skiers the benefits of 
developing the necessary skills of the sport,’’ said Tidd. “‘The more 
quickly we can get a skier to feel comfortable with the basic skills of 
cross-country skiing, the more likely he or she will become a long- 
term participant and, hopefully, a lifetime skier.” 


Tidd will direct professional ski instructors giving group lessons at 
the Leaf Boston Ski Party Sunday, Feb. 7, at the Weston Ski Touring 
Center, Route 30, just west of Route 128, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


Beginning skiers will go through a series of five lesson stations to 
learn the basics of cross-country skiing. Striding, climbing hills and 
negotiating downhills will be taught. Short distance races will be 
held for skiers who want to test their new skills. 


Tidd also recommends lessons for self-taught skiers who may be 
putting out maximum efforts and actually experiencing minimum 
efficiency from their movements. 


‘Good technique is important because you have to learn how to get 
the most glide out of the ski for the least effort,” he said. “‘Once you 
learn to glide, you can ski all day.”’ 


The second annual Leaf Boston Ski Party is a day of cross-country 
skiing and winter fun to attract new participants to the sport and to 
raise money for the Jimmy Fund, the fund-raisng arm of the Dana-
